51,346,000 in pfold coin in exchange for 
United States notes. 


A previous telegram to the depart- 


ment contains the information that 
8900,000 pold coin had been withdrawn 
from the sub-treasury for export Wed- 
nesday. With the deposit of gold Tues- 
day bv the syndicate their total de- 
posit since gold exports have been re- 
sumed on a large scale, reached a total 
of 53,346,000.

each 51,000,000 gold exported is made 
by the shippers. Treasury officials are 
much gratified at the action of the syn- 
dicate, and it is construed to mean 
that they will not permit the gold re- 
serve to fall below SI 00,000,000. At 
the close of business Tuesday there- 
serve stood at 5101,933,715.

Two men, one of whom claimed to be 


1)6wis Apple, of Portsmouth, and the 
other John Clark, of Columbus, wore 
arrested in Chlllicotho yesterday and 
locked up in the county jail on the 
charge of burglary. 


Their offense consisted iu robbing :i 


farmer named David Bowers, who 
lives UK inilos from Chillieothe, of a 
wagon loivd of grain, carrying away 20 
bushels of wheat in sacks. The rob- 
bery is alleged to have taken place 
Monday night. Bowers weut to his 
barn yard Tuesday morning and was 
very much surprised at finding a trail 
of wheat from the granary to the road. 
His suspicions were aroused and he 
summoned his farm hand, Theodore 
Sanders, and the two made an investi- 
gation, which resulted in the discovery 
that the granary had been burglarized 
during the night and twenty bushels of 
wheat carried away in sacks. The road 
was also examined and the tracks ot 
two horses were plainly discernablo in 
the dust. 
Instead of waiting until 


later on, when the tracks would be 
obliterated by other vehicles, Bowers 
and Sanders immediately harnessed a 
horse to a buggy and started in hot 
pursuit. The tracks led in the direction 
of Ciiillieolhe, but Mr. Bowers judged 
that thoy had baen made several hours 
before, thus giving the thieves a good 
start. 
The tracks gradually grew 


fresher, however, and when the river 
was reached, they saw a wagon aud 
two horses standing on the bridge, 
whilo standing beside the horses were 
two men arranging the harness. As 
Howers and 
Sanders 
passed, 
they 


noticed Ihe wagon was loaded with ten 
sacks of wheat and both recognized the 
sucks as the property of Bowers. 


They made no sign, however, but 


wisely drove up Bridge street to 
Ilorrnstein's lumber yard office, where 
both Sheriff Warner and the police 
station 
were 
telephoned. 
The 


sheriff found one of 
the men try- 


ing to sell the wheat and placed him 
under arrest. A little while later, Offi- 
cer Hess discovered the other fellow 
going south on Paint street. 


At the city prison, they gave the 


names of John Clark, Columbus and 
Lewis Appel, Portsmouth. The mayor 
gave them uu immediate hearing and 
the evidence being stroug'y against 
them, each was declared guilty aud 
ordered to furnish S300 bond before the 
Grand Jury and in default to same they 
wore at once taken to the Ross county 
jail. 


Lewis Apple -is a young man well 


known in this city, having been born 
and raised hore. Very little good can 
bo snid of him. lie was always in- 
clined to be wild, and had conducted 
himself in such a manner that his fam- 
ily had disowned him and refused to 
have anything to do with him. This 
morning a TIMKS reporter called at the 
residence of John Apple, on Wost Third 
street, and informed him of the trouble 
which his son had gotten iuto. Mr. 
Apple remarked that Lewis had always 
boon a wayward boy and ho was not 
surprised that ho had come to a bad 
end. Ho did not speak to him, he said. 
In company with the man Clark, who 
was arrested with him, young Apple 
was in Portsmouth a week ago Tues- 
day, and was at his parents' home, but 
did not tarry. Whilo he lived here he 
did various odd jobs, but did not stick 
to anything long.

for Charges Against Godilard. 


The much talked of and long delayed 


report of Col. Charles B. Groce, of the 
board of public works, in reference^ to 
the charges of malfeasance in office, 
etc., made against Thomas J. Guin, a 
foreman on the Ohio canal, has been 
filed with the board of public works at 
last As has been predicted in these 
columns time and time again, the re- 
port was a whitewashing one—Guin 


ing completely exonerated from the 


various charges. 


It will be remembered that April 16 
ast a number of prominent -Republi- 
cans of Chillieothe made serious alleg- 
ations against Guin, backed by affida- 
vits of responsible parties, alleging that 
he had been guilty of gross negligence, 
had stolen property belonging to the 
state, had carried "dummy" names on 
the state pay roll, had used state ma- 
terial to construct barns, cock pits, etc 
and other things not exactly in accord 
with the letter of the law. 
After sev- 


eral months monkeying around and 
trying to hush the matter up, Mr. 
Groce finally conducted an alleged in 
vestigation. It is known that he went 
to Chillieothe on different occasions 
and went to the gentlemen who were 
pushing the investigation and implored 
them to keep the matter quiet and not 
make it public—for the sake of the 
the party. "It would never do in the 
world to have this come out" says 
Groce. Finally when compelled to act, 
he made an alleged investigation. 


The charges against Mr. Goddard are 


dismissed with a sentence. Inasmuch 
as Col. Groce refused to hear any testi- 
mony against Mr. Goddard, it is rather 
odd than any reference is made to these 
charges at all. 
The report follows: 


To the State Board of Public Works, 


GKNTLEMKS—Certain charges;' in the 


form of affidavits, having been filed 
with me against Thos. J. Guia, one of 
the foremen of sub-division No 4, Ohio 
canal, C. A. Goddard superintendent, of 
such importance that I called to my 
assistance our chief engineer, Mr. Per- 
kins, and with him visited Cuillicothe 
a number of times in the investigation 
of the case. Both Mr.Guin and the par- 
ties preferring charges against him 
were ably represented by couusel, Mr. 
John P. Phillips, of the firm o( Entre 
kin & Phillips, representing the prose- 
cution and Hon. A. B. Cole the defense. 


On June 35th and 37th a formal call 


and full investigation was held in the 
matter at the Warner House, Chilli- 
eothe, the counsel as above named tak- 
ing part in the examination of witness- 
es summoned for that purpose, as the 
evidence 
will show. 
The charges 


against Thos. J. Guin are in substance 
as follows; 
First, That he has been guilty of 


ueglect in his official duties as foreman 
of his division. 


Second. That he has been guilty of 


dishonesty in having laborers employed 
and working on his private property 
while on the public pay rolls. 


Third. That he has- been guilty of 


misfeasance in usiug one of the boats 
of the state for sporting purposes. 


As to the first of the three charges, I 


find that it, is not sustained by the 
testimony. Mr. Guin belongs to the 
old school of canal men, his father 
having been superintendent of the 
canal for a number of years, and he 
having spent almost a life time in the. 
service of the state in various capac- 
ities, filling the position he now holds 
as foreman for some ten or twelve 
years, this being the first complaint 
during this time as to his efficiency or 
honesty as a public officer. 
He has 


been faithful in all duties assigned him, 
and has not been derelict, so far as 
the records of this office or reports 
from superior officers on the line of 
work would indicate, to this date. 1 
would suggest that the board examine 
the evidence in this case herewith re- 
ported, consisting of some 194 pages of 
closely written matter, as my recom- 
mendations are based largely upon the 
testimony. 


As to the second charge, the evidence 


is somewhat conflicting and I refer you 
to the testimony, pages 1S4 to 191, in- 
clusive. From the character of this 
evidence it is somewhat difficult to see 
the justice of the charges, but I hold 
that the testimony does not substan- 
tiate them. I cannot see that the com- 
plainants have made such a case, as a 
whole, as would warrant me in finding 
Mr. Guin guilty. 


As to the third charge the testimony 


seem pretty clear that Mr. Guin used 
the property of the state for the pur- 
oose of pleasure, thus being guilty of a 
breach of duty. It was however, not 
done for profit to him, nor was the 
state the loser thereby, it being put 
to no expense, but such conduct can- 
not bo considered as conducive to the 
best discipline among employes, and I 
believe 
Mr, Guin should 
be repri- 


manded by the board, and warned, that 
a repetition of this, or any act unbe- 
coming a public officer shall subject 
him to summary dism'ssal from the 
service. In view of the. general effi- 
ciency in the performance, of his duties 
I think no further penaltysbould be ap- 
plied for this offense.

I wonder how,' many readers of the 


newspapers have noticed the increasing 
number of suicides reported every day? 
From yesterday's paper I read of some 
half dozen poor unfortunates "rashly 
im'portunant gone to their death." In 
New York City three are reported. A 
young man visits the Salvation Army 
barracks. 
He appeared much inter- 


ested in the meeting. 
Services were 


prolonged in hope of converting him, 
E[e was dejected and prayer had no 
effect. He walked'out into the night, 
took a pistol from his pocket, sent a 
bullet crashing through his brain and 
was found lying in the gutter dead half 
an hour later. In the lining of his hat 
was a piece of paper and on it "sui- 
cide. Everything else had been de- 
stroyed only a bunch of keys and a 
penny in his pocket. "Number 1,247" 
potters' field.

As an eastbound Long Island railroad 


train reached Linwood street at half 
past 10 last evening, a man, who had 
just crawled under the safely gate, 
threw himself in front of the locomo- 
tive.

June, the 'month 
of roses and brides, is the favorite 
mouth, however, and the 1 Hh day of the 
month the favorite time for the fathion- 
able suicide. Contrary to general be- 
lief more suicides are committed in the 
day time than at night. 
During the 


last five years over 9,000 people have 
committed suicide ia this country. The 
statistics in this country are not very 
complete, but in European countries all 
such data is carefullv kept. Dreader, 
Germany has the 1; r,rest suicide ra'e 
o! any city in Europe, Mad il tin I jw- 
e>t. Ia the United Sta'es :he rait1 is 
only 3J£ per cent, per 1UO.OOO, I i Sax- 
ony the rate is 31 per cent.

suicide by the recent attempt of the 


wife of one of our leading business men 
to committ the unpardonable sin. Just 
what prompted her to attempt this 
rash act is not known. She has money 
all she needs, her husband is kind and 
affectionate far beyond the average and 
she is mother of a large family of in- 
dulgent children. She has always been 
happy and free from sorrows, yet in a 
moment of ^despondency she rashly 
swallowed a deadly poison and had it 
not been forthe prompt appearance of 
the family physician and a stornach 
pump, there would have been a eulo- 
gistic obituary in this column of a good 
woman who died suddenly with "heart 
disease." But you did not read of the 
attempted suicide and I am betraying 
no confidence when 1 speak of this. 
Only the family doctor and perhaps an- 
other will ever know of it outside the 
home circle. .She will not repeat the 
experiment again soon.

Apropos all this gruesome talk I read 


that the Conservator of Pere Lachaise, 
the great cemetery of Paris; is again 
being deluged with letters from all 
parts of France, which afford consider- 
able-diversion from his ordinarily lu 
gubrious duties. The cause of all this 
correspondence is the rumor that has 
spread from Paris, through the press 
and by word of inouth, that a Russian 
princess had left, at her- decease, a 
legacy of 5,000,000 francs to the person 
who would pass a year and a day in 
the chapel erected over her tomb at the 
Pere Lachaise, 


The body was exposed- -so the story 


runs—in a transparent glass coffin, and 
in order that whoever undertook the 
long vigil might never lose sight of the 
dead the walls and ceiling of the tomb 
were covered with mirrors. The ex 
acting Princess commanded that her 
companion should not do work of any 
sort to make the hours pass with les 
lagging feet, but did not forbid read- 
ing. The legatee would be allowed to 
escane for one hour a day, however, to 
breathe the air and gambol a while in 
the cemetery.
